A NOTE TO THE TEACHER 

While The Kewpie Primer has kept its vocabulary sufficiently 
simple for a primer-child's quick understanding, it has endeav- 
jored to avoid the monotonous repetition of words through which 
children have had to struggle for so many years past. The 
easiest way to teach a child is, first, to interest him. An inter- 
ested pupil will be eager to learn; and the teacher's task then 
will be one of guiding more than teaching. This is the modem 
principle: to interest the little pupil so that he will want to seek 
his own information; to help him only when he is in need of 
guidance. This does not mean, of coiurse, that every step in his 
progress should not be watched closely by the teacher. 

The word drill given on pages 14 and 15 will be found very 
helpftd in teaching the child to know new words as he reaches 
them; and his greatest incentive always is in his own pride in 
reading a new word unaided. Each lesson should be supplemented 
by black-board work and a phonetic drill — ^never for an instant 
forgetting that the whole lesson, and every lesson, must be made 
a joy and not a tediimi. Indeed, the play element throughout 
any book for little children should be emphasized; and an in- 
genious teacher will think of many ways for making each page of 
this book a page of play. With the assistance of the Rose O'Neill 
Kewpies, those fascinating little joy-bringers so dear to the 
hearts of all children, this should be an easy matter. 

In using The Kewpie Primer the principle of letting the child 
do as much as possible for himself should constantly be borne 
in mind. When he is telling a story, do not give him too many 
hints; let him work the story out in his own original way, with 
as little prompting as possible. In some cases the teacher may 
find it helpful to tell a story first, and have the child then tell 
another story about the same illustration. The stories should 
always be short, but no detail of the picttire should be permitted 
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to escape attention. The habit of close observation, encouraged 
at this impressionable age, is invaluable to the child as he grows 
older. 

It is not intended that the script given at the bottom of the 
early pages be read at once by the little pupil. It is to be read 
with him, to familiarize him with its appearance, as a comple- 
ment to his lessons in writing. On later pages he will be able 
to read it, and copy it, without assistance. 

Rose O^Neill's delightful *'Kewpie Circus," beginning on page 
104, is given as a word drill. It is to be read first to the child, 
and then with him, letting him read alone as many words as he 
knows. If this be done in a way to interest him, he will know a 
surprisingly large number of words.
